¢rans’ Association, the National Lib- 
eral convention at Ottawa last Aug- 
ust, thé Labor party, Social Service 
Councils, and numerous other smal- 
ler organizations. The Speaker's 
Electoral Reform Conference: of. the 
British Parliament has reported in 
favor of the application of P.R. to 
certain classes of constituencies; it 
has been incorporated in the consti- 
tution .of the hew German republic; 
is-already,.in operation in. Belgium, 
Tasmania and other countries, . and 
has. been. tested with complete satis- 
faction and. sticcess in mimicipal. elec- 
tions in the British Isles, and also in 
the Universities, elections for the 
British House of Commons. 

Nevertheless, we venture 
that if the average 

asked to explain what proportional 
representation means; and how it 
operates, he would be hard put to it 
to give an intelligent answer. And 
it may as well be frankly admitted 
that it is not an easy matter to ex- 

‘plain in-a short afticle, especially to 
those..who_have..our present system 
of election of representatives to par- 
liament, legislatures and municipal 
councils by bare majority vote firmly 
fixed in their minds. However, ° in 
view of the fact’ that proportional 
representation is now a live ‘issue in 
this country, it is well that an at- 
tempt, at least, should be made to 
explain this new system, its method, 
and the results which are sought to 
be attained by jt, even though such 
an attempt may necessitate a series 
of two or three articles.

The aim and object of our electoral 
machinery should be to secure justice 
and freedom to all citizens, whether 
in a majority or a minority, to the 
end that they may be fairly repre- 
sented in parliament, and also that 
they should have the widest possible 
choice in electing*those who are to 
speak for. them in parliament. | Ed- 
mund Birke seid’ that the virtue. of 
the House of Commons<“consists in 
its being the express image of the na- 
.tion.” If it, is not that, it quickly 
loses the confidence of the people, 
and with that confidence thé*author- 
ity it should possess to speak and 
act for the, people. ; 

It must be ‘frankly admitted that 
our present system of one-member 
constituencices—and that one member 
elected by a bare majority of votes 
cast over the next highest candidate 
—does not secure to the people a 


truly representative parliament. For 
example, in the Dominion general 
elections of 1904, the: Liberals in 


Nova Scotia polled 56,526 votes and 
elected 18 members, while, the Con- 
‘servatives, who polled 46,131 votes, 
did not elect a single member. Public

In the British Columbia provincial 
elections of 1912, although the Liber- 
als polled about’ 37’ per cent. of the 
total vote, they failed to elect a single 
representative, the result being there 
was no opposition party in the legis- 
lature to act as critic of_and a check 
upon. the Goyernment. In the fol- 
lowitig election, the situation was 
almost reversed, the Liberals. winning 
on overwhelming victory, nearly 
every Conservative minister © being. 
defeated, and the opposition elecied 
so small in ntimbers as to be almost 
ineffective. 

In other words, minorities under 
the present system are almost. entire- 
ly ynrepresented—a fatal defect in 
any true system of .responsible, rep- 
resentative government. Proportion- 
al representation .aims to correct 
these inequalities and give the nearest 


value,” : 

An essential feature of any propor- 
tional scheme that’ will yield the 
most satisfactory results is the crea- 
tion of constituencies returning sev- 
eral members, instead of the present 
system of one- -member constituencies, 
Proportional representation’. can be 
applied to one-member- constituencies, 
but not with the same beneficial re- 
sults which three; four or five-mem- 
ber constituencies will . produce. 
Under. proportional: representation, 
therefore, the city’ of Montreal,: in- 
stead of being divided into some ten 
ore-memiber constituencies, would 
constitute one electoral district which 
would elect’ 10 members. The same 


nipeg and other large centres. In 
these centres, whereas under the ex- 
isting system it is next to impossible 
for the working men to. secure the 
election “of a representative, their 
combined vote wotild secure to them 
eir proportional representation 
from the city as a whole. What is 
true in the case of Labor, will be true 
so far as returned soldiers, prohibi- 
tionists, independents, and other 
minority groups are concerned. They 
would be able to secure representa- 
tion in proportion to their strengib. 

In these Western Provinces, in- 
stead of Manitoba being divided into 
fifteen. one-member constituencies, 
Saskatchewan into sixteen such con- 
stituencies, and Alberta into twelve, 
constituencies would be grouped, an 
while the same number of men 
would be elected, they would be cho- 
sen from larger geographical divi- 
Sions, each electing several members, 
thus providing that any one minority 
schoe} of thought in each of the -pre- 
sent pne-member constituencies could 
by their combined vote secure the 
clection of at least a representative 
among the number elected in — the 
larger electoral division. 

(In the next issue an endéavor will 
be made to explain the method of 
voting and. election under _ propor- 
tional representation.)

Winnipeg. —:The Western grain 
standards board has completed its 
work and the members have gone 
their several ways for another year. 
Practically the only business be- 
fore the board was the setting of 
standards to cover the grain affected 
by rust. .The three grades of four, 
five and six “special,” adopted to cov- 


‘ler the rusted’ crop of 1916, were adop- 
-|ted again this year. 


On the whole, the samples sent in 
showed less damage from rust than 
in 1916, The samples before the 
board were thoroughly representative 
to.the three prairie provinces.
